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SWIMMING POOL IS BEST PROJECT

some comment on the need for a covered skating rink. 
This in turn brought rumors that the Didsbury Lions Club 
were considering the project of a covered rink in place 
of their long-planned swimming pool. 

We all must agree that a covered skating rink would 
be an asset to the town but we do not believe it would com- 
pare with the popularity of a swimming pool, especially 
during a summer months when there is no other sport 
available for our young people in Didsbury. 

A properly supervised swimming pool where parents 
could send theiy children without fear of them coming to 
harm in the water, cannot be equalled as a sport centre. 
Such a pool would hi ive the support of the whole com- 
munity and of surrounding towns and villages, and would 
put Didsbury on the m: ap for summer sport. 

We hope that the Didsbury L ions Club does not aban- | 
don its plan to build the proposed swimming pool in town. 

Many believe ‘hat unless a $20,000 swimming pool can | 
he constructed tha! the money would be wasted were an | 
attempt made at a 85,000 pool, Such would not be the case. | 
Even with increased costs a _ fairly large and complete |‘ 
pool can be constructed for $7,000 at the outside, and con- | 
siderable less if done on a community basis. 

If it is a question of a covered rink or a swimming | 
pool, we would urge that those responsible for its con-| 
struction settle only for a pool. Residents all over the dis- 
trict contributed money for such a project, and if the plan | 
is abandoned now it is doubtful if it will ever again be |™ 
possible to raise funds for a swimming pool in Didsbury.

‘CABINET HEARS REQUESTS 


| FROM THREE FARMER GROUPS 


A resolution asking that the Al- 
| berta government take over rural 


| electrification was among a number 
| presented to the provincial cabinet 


recently by delegations revresenting 
the United Farmers of Alberta, Al- 
berta Farmers’ Union and the AI- 
berta Federation of Agriculture. 

The resolutions were passed by 
the organizations at their conven- 
tion early this vear. 


Among other things, thev asked 
that: Standard time be maintained 
throughout the vear: the sovern- 
ment assume at least 50 percent of 
the cost of rural education: the 
social service tax be abolished: 
federal wool bonus policies be con- 
tinued and old age pensions be 
sharply increased. 

One resolution condemned — the 
provincial government's policy of 
censoring 16-millimetre films used 
for educational purposes. 


The organizations endorsed pro- 
vincial government opposition to a 
pronosed 30 percent increase — in 
freight rates. Compensation to the 
farmer for surface rights in anv

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| REGISTERED SEED VERSUS 
COMMERCIAL SEED 


(By H.G.L. Strange) 


If a farmer requires a moderate 
amount of seed up to say 50 bushels 
he is well advised to pay the little 
extra money and to purchase Reg: 
istered or Certified seed sealed in 
the sack. In some areas, however, 
frost damaged grains to the extent 
that germination, particularly of 
oats and barley, is too low to sow. 
Where this occurred some farmers 
may Wish to purchase quite large 
amounts of seed, Commercial seed, 
loose in carlots, would have to be 
bought. Commercial seed, especially 
No. 1 (No. 3 should on no account 
be purchased unless sheer necessity 
drives) is of high germination and 
is reasonably free from noxious 
weeds, but can have a high content 
of secondary weed seeds and of 
other kinds of grain. The chief 
defect of commercial seed, however, 
is that no variety is guaranteed, It 
may consist of a mixture of a dozen 
different varieties and still be class- 
ed as No. 1 commercial. On the 
other hand Registered or Certified 
sceds are guaranteed as to variety. 
Conmmnercial seed then should only 
be purchased, either where it is im- 
possible to buy Registered of Certi- 
tied seed cr where the amount re- 
quired because of climatic troubles
